This 
summary, however, does contain interesting commentaries from various 
high officials concerning Offie's career in the State DepartmenlfeX 
The high lights of sope of his-Activities,are summarised below. /Jr) ' 

' VillijmBullitt, former U. S.'~Ambassador, on May 11, 

1935, stated -(hdt'Offie was not only the best stenographer and 
typist in Moscow, but also possessed a devotion to the public 
service that made him eager to work x _ and.further that his mind 
worked so quickly it was not an exaggeration to say that he did 
more work than any other two men on a hard-working staff, Bullitt 
• stated that Offie who traveled to the F ar Ea st with him was the 
|mo3t efficient assistant and a "delightful traveling companion." 
Bullitt also stated that Offie should become one of the most 
useful members of the career service. On October 13, 1939, 

Bullitt, who wo3 then'the United States Ambassado r, Ua Paris, France, 
again praised Offie and stated that Ambassaddppiteitnedy, then the ■ 

( United States Ambassador in London, England, had a habit of call-' 
ing Offie on the telephone from London to Paris where Offie was 
"assigned and would seek Offie's adviee on important issues. 

Bullitt said that it was Ambassador Kennedy's habit to call Offie 
on the telephone and ask for his advice whenever he considers a 
question of sufficient importance for Offie to decide. Bullitt 
continued by stating that Kennedy followed Offie's advice, and 
sometimes called Offie on the phone as many as four times a day . 
and further that very few days passe# ^without at least one call 
of this nature. According to Bullitt,’ Ambassador Kennedy had 
made large financial offers to Offie in order to obtain Offie's 
yfull-time services. Bullitt commented that Offie could make 
\f50,000 a year by becoming Kennedy's personal employee. In the 
above mentioned letter to the State Department, Bullitt stated 
"this may lead you to the conclusion that Offie is just a damned 
f.6oi; but my conclusion is that there are some men who have a 
genuine devotion to the public service and that Offie is one of 
them.

Counselor of the Embassy in London to Offie’s. That would be only 
just.'" Bullitt stated "in any case, I wish to record for Offie's 
efficiency record my opinion that as a Third Secretary in Paris, 
Offie is the best counselor of Embassy in London that has filled the 
post in years!" On September 17, 1941, a, Howland Shaw, Assistant 
Secretary of State, recorded a conversation he had with Mr. Bullitt 
in which he reported that Bullitt had that day talked to President 
Roosevelt about Offie, and that Bullitt was instrumental in having 
the President order the Assistant Secretary of State to send Offie 
into the foreign service under the tutelage of Tony Biddle. 

LoyJf^HendersoltiTu. 8. State Department, Foreign^ervi^k 
tr in Mosoow, Russia, on August 17, 1936, advised that Offie, 

Im ms opinion, was an extraordinarily fine person, a hard worker 
!and a credit to the State Department. Henderson, in his letter 
to the State Department, pointed out that Ambassador Bullitt, head 
of the United States Embassy in Moscow, had expressed a desire 
that all natters relating to personnel be handled by him, Bullitt, 
and for that reason he stated that he was breaking Bullitt's rule 
by writing to the State Department praising Offie. Henderson said 
that he was writing this letter because he felt that the State 
Department should know the feelings of himself and the other 
secretaries at the United States Embassy in Moscow, who knew Offie. 
Henderson stated that Ambassador Bullitt "was probably fonder of 
Offie than of any othet person on his staff." Henderson also 

I stated that the close personal relationship which existed between 
Offie and Bullitt unfortunately was the cause of considerable 
jealousy among the envious minded. In the United States Embassy 
in Moscow, Henderson stated that Offie displayed good judgment 
and tact in carrying out duties assigned to him by the Ambassador 
to an extent that was absolutely surprising. Henderson concluded 
his letter to the State Department by stating that "in my opinion 
he (Offie) earned the respect and confidence of all of the 
secretaries and, with one possible exception, (exception not 
indicated) has the respect and confidence of all of them. He felt 
that "it loos extremely fortunate not only for us here but also 
for the whole Service that the Ambassador should have had at his 
disposition such a loyal and efficient secretary." ' ' “ ' 


tQcobs, Foreign Service Officer in'i _, ... 

May 23, 1945, advieid the Secretary of state, among other things, 
that Offie had gone out of his way to aid Jacobs in his work in 
Albania, and further that Offie went out of his way both socially 
and officially to aid him. Jacobs also had considerable praise 
for Offie. -

On April 17, 1946, it was reported that Genet 
\ey conferred on Offie the Medal of Freedom, for me 
e performed ini tfre*Mediterranean theater. ZluUy 


"V George lPZ\Xennan, Deputy for Foreign ssut) in the 
Fall of 1946, reported that Offie was considered a "stimulating 
and hard working member of the seminar whose impact on his 
colleagues has been a distinct asset." (Seminar referred to 
the National War College held in the Fall of 1946.) Xennan 
Istated that Offie was a man who wore on his sleeves his faults 
land his virtues, and that they were mutually complementary. He 
stated that Offie had unbounded energy, enthusiasm, a highly 
sociable nature and a great loyalty and helpfulness with respect 
to those who take a personal interest in him. Added to this, 
Offie, according to Xennan, is a highly intelligent man xn an 
extroverted and practical way. and further that he has an 
unusually retentive memory. 


/s' By letter dated January 2, 1947, Major General Alfred M • 

sVruenther, Deputy Commandant of the National War College, advised 
that Offie, a friend of his, did a magntficent job in the National 
War college. He also etated that Offie would be, in his opinion, 
a great State Department and in essence praised Offie 


Inspector Cochran, during hie inspection in February, 

3 1948, of the Foreign Service reported, among other things, that 
he Had ascertained that Offie would telephone from Frankfurt, 
Germany, to his sister in Paris advising her that an Army plane 
would arrive at Paris at a certain hour, and that she was to have 
300 lobsters at the field to be flown back to Frankfurt. Other 
observations have indicated that Offiq/used his personal contacts 
in the military service as well as th%.couriers of the State Depart 
ment to bring French wine and fancy foods to the Embassy, Frankfurt 
and other countries where he was assigned for the .purpose of 
"setting the finest table for ranking officers. " TM iiW 

On April 12, 1948, RoberiMurphy, Pol JJicWr^luiser 
for the United States in Germany, stated that Offie 's separation 
from the State Department would be a distinct and unfortunate 
loss and that the State Department could ill afford to lose men 
with exceptional ability and knowledge such as Offie possessed.

Concerning CARMEL OFFIE, it vlll be recalled that during an 
investigation conducted by this Bureau in November and December, 1952, 
not related to instant investigation, OFPIE stated during the course of 
interviews with him in December, 1952, that since May, 1950, he had been 
employed as Washington, D. C. Representative of the Free Trade onion Committee 
of the American Federation of Labor; his superior being Mr. JAY LOVESTCNE. 


mL ' JAY LOTESTOHE, it is recalled, vas one of the founders and top 
officials in the Communist Party in the united States until he wbb expelled 
from the Party in 1929- From. 1929 until 19^0, LOTESTOIffl was leader of the 
Communist Party opposition group, later known aa the independent Labor 
League. During this latter period, LOTESTOHE appealed for Communist Party . 
unity and failed in hiB attempts to return to the Party. Since then, LOVESTONE 
has been active in American labor organizations, particularly in the inter¬ 
national labor activities of the American Federation of Labor. 


The communist party has been designated by the Attorney General 
pursuant to Executive order 1(A50. 

Again, with reference to the 1952 investigation concerning CABMEL 
OFPIE and the interviews with OFPIE during that period by Special Agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, OFFIE, in 1952, was contacted initially 
through his office located at 1625 K Street, N. W., Washington, D. C. At 
that time ( 1952 ), OFFIE's business telephone number was listed in the local 
street address telephone directory under the International Labor Information 
Service at the same address. 


So far as the current investigation has disclosed, CABMEL CIFFIE 
continues his employment as Washington Representative of International Labor 
information Service.

Mr. BEALL noted that DANIEL B. BREWSTER had been found 
guilty in United States District Court, Washington, D. C., 
November 7, 1972, on a related matter and had subsequently 
received a sentence of from two to six y&ars and fines 
totalling $30,000. On the basis of this conviction and 
sentence, Mr. BEALL declined prosecution of Mr. BREWSTER. 

Prosecution of others was declined because a 
review of the evidence suggests little likelihood of a 
successful prosecution.
